Ii'Bolalre advises tho 
partition of Chino.. 

W'Asm.NiiTo.v, Dec. 1. — Tlio recent re- 
port thai Miniiiter Denby had applied for 
help in a cable to tho dcpjirtmont of state 
is nou coulirmetl, but tho dieputoh, instead 
of coming yesterday, was rfoeived, as stated 
in these disp;itches, several days ago. Last 
Monday Secretary Greaham learned from 
the American minlater that proteotion was 
required, and tho Navy department immedi- 
ately cabled to Admiral Cirponter directing 
him to deliver a draft of fifty marines to tho 
Monooaoy at Tientsin. As tbo old Mon- 
ocacy could not {urniah accommodations for 
suoh .an increase to her crow it is presumed 
that the men wore to be landed. Admiral 
Carpenter, howaVar, mnat have failed to re- 
ceive tho order, for eairly lir'the niorning of 
the 27i h a c tblBgram-waa reoaived from him, 
announcing tho dop'&rta're;^f tho BiUimcro 
for Ka^iiiiuki, und her arrival waa reported 
two days later. To Bay that the authorities 
of tho Navy and State Department are inuoh 
chagrined over Admiral Carpouter'a action 
in this matter, only mildly cspreasos tho 
state of feeling. While it is well known 
hire that no foreigner is safe ia Ctiincseter- 
rilorlcB, to-day tho flagthip is leisurely coal- 
ing at tho port of Nagasaki, and the aooond 
important ►hip of tho fleet, the Charleston, 
has been for over a month at Chemulpo, 
Korej, where there is no vestige of danger to 
American interests, tho strong Japanese 
forco there maintaining the bcsc of order. 
It ia Isnowo that some sharp mosasges have 
been sent to the Admiral in tho past two 
days, and tbat>ho haa been directed to send 
tho Charleston at once to the Chinese coast. 
It, isundorstood, though duringpreeent irrita- 
tion it ia impossible to confirm it, that Min- 
iiiter Denhy was authorized several days ago 
to trantfer tho legation to Ti ntsin. 

Shanghai, Deo. 1 — England is believed 
bo be preparing a coup de main, with a view 
to protecting her interosta in China. There 
ctn bo no doubt that she rosonts the manner 
in which she is being excluded from the dis- 
cussion of poBsiblo terms of settlement be- 
tween tho two bolligerenta. The Alacrity, 
Piljmy, and Red Poll have left hero to join 
Admiral Fremantle'a 11 igship, tho Centurion, 
and other veasela under his command. This 
is being done as a measure of precaution lest 
the Japanese should carry the war into 
Southern China, now that winter is arriving 
and the northern approaches to the empire 
will become icebound and difficult. Great 
oxcitemeuc prevails in naval oiralea here in 
oQoacquecce of the departure of the British 
ships.

— The loport-i of the 
combination of h .If a dr/.en leading commia- 
aion liouacB for the purpose of controlling a 
branch of that lino ol buainesa wont 
tho rounda of Wall street yesterday. 
Tho lirat story was that tho oonsolida- 
tion Was for the purpose of cornering 
tho oolTce trado, bub thia ia denied by the 
partiea who woro reported as beiog the big 
cnlTeo factors in the new trust. From all 
that could tJe learned yeaterday tha honaoa 
embraoed in the ' trust are Flint & Co., 
Coombs, Crosby and Eddy, and H. W. Pea- 
body & Co. One or two other commission 
houses are, it is said, conaidering the mat- 
tor of jnlning tbo trust. Ihe firms men- 
tioned have almoab a monopoly of the com- 
mission trade of South America, the Mob- 
ciuito Coast countries, Mexico and Australia. 
Two bi(5 coU'eo houses ore reported aa bting 
in the trunt. If thia combination ia com- 
pleted it will represent alnioHt tho onliro ox- 
port and import oomuiission hueincBo done 
between this country and tho Latin-Ameri- 
can ciiuntriea. The annill exporter or com- 
miaflion man will not bo in it. Thero are 
many perenns, liowcver, who think that such 
a onnibination us rcforlod will not last long 
on account of (livtrBilioil intorcats.

CATTLE DISEASE IN CANADA. 

Sir Gharlea Tnpper'a Reply to Mr. Gardner's 
, . Statement Regarding Plenro-Fneumunla. 

' liSMboN, Deo. 1,— Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian high commissioner, has published 
a reply to Herbert Gardner's statement in 
behalf of the government concerning plcuro. 
pneumonia in Canada, Ho says : " Tho 
offer of Canada to pay the expenaes of an 
inquiry by veterinary aorgeops is made 
without qu ilificatlon or question as to cost 
or results, I challenge the board of agri- 
culture to deny that if any of the alleged 
cases aliioe -1890 bad bean plauro-pnou- 
monia, the diaeaae must have appeared 
in many parta of Canada before this. 
No ease vr^t diseoveced before ISQO or 
ainoe." Aa to Mr. Qardnec'a adtioe that 
Canada henceforth give notioe of all oasea 
of pleuro-pneumonia found ' within her 
borders, Sir Gharlea aaya : V He evidently 
haa overlooked Canada'a OontEtgtOQV disease 
act which regttlatea tneh notification. 
Pleuro-pneumonia haanoteziatod in Canada, 
and no notification haa been given. Tho 
dtseaao found among animala arriving in 
England waa unknown to Canada and was 
duo to conditions in transit, hence it is called 
transit pneumonia." In conclusion Sir 
Charles writes: "Tho Cunadion govern- 
ment feel aggrieved that tho representations 
already made in London and tho informa- 
tion sent proving that Canada ia free from 
pleuro-pneumonia have not led to tho re- 
moval of tho restriction."

Unsatisfactory Relations BetAveeu 
Fiance and Germany— An Unmis- 
takable Warninsf GHven.; 

Properties of the Diphtheria Serum - 
Telepliono Service Between Ber- 
lin and Yienna 



Berlin, Deo. 1 — Ihe repeated assertiona 
of tho French newapapera that Germany haa 
in France a hundred spies directed from the 
embasay in Paris made much bad feoling 
here and eventually oanaed tho German am- 
bassador to send a protest to M. Hanotaux, 
French minister of foreign affairs. Tho 
semi-oflicial note to the effect that the 
French government doea not believe thcee 
assertions does not satisfy the Berlin gov- 
ernment, since General Meroier, tho French 
minister of war, has given out an inter- 
view with thinly-veiled alluaiona to Ger- 
man eaplonage in Franco, To find a 
cabinet minister aggraTatto|[ the apy 
mania, whioh even obnipionona French 
men are rldlouling, haa made a bad imprea- 
sion throughout the empire.' Reliable ad- 
vices from Paris point to discord among the 

binet ministers. . M. Hanotau'r, in view, 
of the nnoartain relationa bf France to 'Bua- 
aia, wishes to obierve indreaaad oantion in 
his foreign polioy and to ba amioable all 
round, while General Meroier has some 
ministerialist support for his proposed 
Chauvinist programme. In reference to 
these differences the Koolnische Ziitung 
says : " We advise the French newspapers 
not to provoke a hostile fooling in Germany. 
If Caalmir-Poriet's government permits a 
revival ot Chauvinism, Germany will nob 
put on gloves to deal with it." 

The Virohow-Behting feud over the diph- 
theria serum continuoB. Dr. Yanamann, 
Virchow'a asaistant, told the Berlin medi- 
cal aociety this week that ho must contest 
Prof. Bohring's asaortinn of tho curative or 
preventative properties of preparation. Ho 
mentioned several oaocB in which it waa cer- 
tain that patiente, although they had re- 
ceived injections at the proper time, no 
cures had been proved as yet. On tho other 
hand, there seemed reason to believe that 
the serum caused kidney disease, pains in 
the joints, fevera, and other ailminta. 

The Emperor VVilliam formally opened 
to day the Bsrlin- Vienna telephone by talk- 
ing irom the new palace with Emperor 
Franz Joseph In the Hofbnrg. Ihe recult 
was in every way aatiafaotory.

Total Disorgaui/^atiou of the Force 
Which the Lato Chief Aided 
iu Creating:. 

N.\KAiMo. Dec, 1.— (Special)— The as 
aizoa, which have laatud the greater part of 
four daya, resulted in only one conviotion. 
Tho Morrltt case went over until the next 
assize owing to the abaenoe of the "abduc- 
tor," who as yet has snciceeded in eluding 
the authorities. Jo the case of Browu, who 
was 6ned $100 for an assaulb on ex-Chief 
McKlnnon, the tino waa made up by popular 
subscription among hia friends, who, not- 
withstanding the final oiroumstanoes, con- 
sidered that Brown was quite as much 
sinned against aa ainning. Judge Crease, in 
summing up what ho considered a very dis- 
graceful ulfjiir, Baid that, so fur as ho could 
learu, there had been a long Borioa of mutual 
provocations. There had been a division of 
authority, men not knowiug whom to obey. 
Tlio judge then referred to the proviaiona 
for a board of police oonimissiouers, oonaiaC- 
ing of the mayor, police niagiatrate and 
county court judge. Those weru appointed 
to free the department from intrigue and 
wire-pulling. Ho oonmiented on an odver- 
tieement in tho Free Proaa calling for appli- 
cations for a chief and two constables, 
and signed by the city olerk. 

Ris Lordship stated that the oonncU had 
no more right to do this than anyone 
present. Iii waB a usurpation of the author- 
ity of the polioe oommiesioners. Offing to 
the manner in which these affairs bad been 
handled in tho past, a former chief, Mr. 
O'Connell, had retired. In him they had, 
according to all reports, on active and Very 
ellioient officer, who know and did his duty 
on all occaaions. Such men should be highly 
prized, and not be forced into unploaaanc 
situations and thus lost to tho community. 
If Brown had boon properly bandied by a 
capable head oi atTaira he would have niado 
a good man. 

In disposing of McKinnon's case His 
Lordship remarked that there was appar- 
ently a total disorganization which McKin- 
non had aided in creating and perpetuating. 
The leader of any police force should obtain 
aud hold ihe oonfidenoo of the men under 
him. McKinnon had failed in this and had 
brought upon himself the greater part of 
tho puniahment which had been icflioted 
upon him. 

Regarding the remarks on tho oity coun- 
cil it is but juat to say that all the council 
propose to do ia to make recommendations 
to the commiflsionera. They say that as tho 
city pays tho wages of theao men the com- 
miaaioners should at least consider tho 
wishes of the council in referring men to 
them as being suited for the positions.

London, Deo. J. — Ruabem Pasha, the 
Tarkiah ftnabaaaftdor to Gieab Britftin, hftcl a 
loDg !ntec7levr lABt evening with bli8 Earl of 
Kimberly, eeoretar/ of stato (or foreign 
affalra, in wbicli it is urderatood ho gave 
Lord Kimberly euoh a. dot&iled stalament of 
the intention of tho Porto to malce an lioneit 
iDvesti^ation in regard to the Armenian 
atrooitlea aa aatiafied (he Foreiso Secretary 
that tbe matter would be tborouglily aifted, 
Sir Philip Curiie, the Btittah anibaeaador to 
Totlcoy, bnaaUo cabled to tlio foroign otiio 
a atatement giving tho reaeon which led him 
to auppoie that the ooninjiaaioa iippoicted lo 
laveatigate the nmcter intbud to make an 
unbiassed report.

The saino thic i; on a 
airall scale ia going on throughout ttib lurgo 
districts, where Chriat^iana and Araioniana 
arc being extor niinated. With reference to 
Ejjjpt tho ui-ticle points out tho probable 
oKtcnsion of tho Anglo-KusEiin onteaco. If 
Rueaia shall orciipy Arnioni*, aa the ropro- 
Boutativo of l>jnylBnd, under the Anglo- 
Turkish convention in which Armenian re- 
forms were further guaranteed, tho French 
policy in Egypt will receive a deoUivo 
chtok.

ABERDEEN IN NEW YORK- 

Hla Kzcellency'B Speech at the St. Andrew's 
Day Dinner of tho Scotsmen of Gotham. 

New York, Deo. 1.— In speaking at the 

bJcotsmen'a dinner in thia city last night in 
response to " Our Neighbors of tho North," 
the Kirl of Aberdeen began by expreaaiog 
hia cordial thanks for the manner in which 
hla health had been proposed and received 
and hia appreciation of the friendly rofor- 
enoe to Canada. Ho then alluded to the 
Scottish feature of the ocoaaioa. It wna St. 
Andrew's night and they were mentally on 
their native heath. Ho hoped that any 
non-Scottlah friends who were preeenc 
would oxouae them if they uaed the oooaaion 
aa a aafoty valve, for euoh indeed was ono of 
tho advantages of auoh a festival. After 
narrating in u jocular way Bomo nf tho aup- 
posed taunta and gihea which Scotchmen 
have to endure patiently, ho continued : 

"I shall not dilate upon Scottish oharact- 
eriatioa in detail at a gathering like thia, 
however, where nur nationality ia ao fully 
and conapiouousiy represented, but I may be 
allowed to express tho hope that we shall 
never think it neceBBary to disguise, still 
leas to be ashamed of, that nationality. I 
know that it may bo and hua been suspected 
that the maintenaDco of these societies may 
hinder that fusion, that harmonioua co- 
operation which ia so muoli to bo desirod in 
every ooromunity. But I havo no apprehen- 
sion on that soore ; rather shonld tho cele- 
bration of our love for the land of our origin 
be a stimulus and and incentive to take a 
real Khare in promoting tbe country of our 
adoption, and beaidef, individuality of a 
r:jcj ia u thing not lightly to be lost afght 
of. If we aim at getting rid of our dia- 
tiuctly Sootoh features in order to arc[ulre 
similarity to others of a different nationality 
wo shall probably only succeed in becoming 
oommoupiace. There Is, an to speak, a soul 
belooeing to a nation as well aa to individu 
aia. Hob them of what ia distinctly thoir 
own, and you rob them of their soul-like 
quality. I truat both here and in Canada, 
which I am proud to rcpreeont to night, 
Scotchmen will show that they appreciate 
not only good buHineea but good govern- 
ment, and that which wo claim to ho a Scot- 
ti»h trait, namely ; tho lovo of right, will 
bo carried into practice in supporting every 
well directed movement for securing more 
and more of righteousness and of equity in 
the administration of our public affairs."

Tho Czar 
has wonderfully good cards in hia hands, 
and if be is not quite a fool be can make 
ooncesaiona which will reconoile everybody 
and make him the moat popular C/.»r Ruasia 
has ever known. Tho Cz tr'a manifeato does 
not indicate whether ho will follow a liberal 
or onnaorvative policy. Tho pralao heatowed 
on him by the general proas aa being lilierul 
la perfectly gratuitoue. There is nothing in 
the manifeato, however, v.hich can bo 
blamed. NVo must wait and aeo what he 
will do with political cir-indera. Thia ia the 
chict p^iut in my mind " 

Sir Charles Thomas Newton, tho orchii'ilo- 
giat, ia dead. He apont several yeara in ex- 
ploring tho islands and coasre of the (Jrecian 
archipohigo, discovering in IffiG the mauao- 
leum at ilalicarnaaaua, and making exten- 
sive excavations at Cnidus and Hranohida', 
the results of which ho depoai'od in the 
British museum. In 1860 bo btcamo con- 
sul at Rome, and in 1861 was made keeper 
of the Greek and Rome antiquities in iho 
lirltieh museum. In 1880 ho wua appointed 
proiesaor of arch;i )logy in the University 
college, London, and published " Histtjry of 
the Diacoveriea at HalicarnaaauH, Cnidua

:i )logy," and guide books to the ooUcctiona 
ui the British mmaeum. 

Viscount Monck, formerly Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, who died on Thursday, waa 
born in Ireland in 18J9, represented Ports- 
mouth, England, in the L'boral intereat 
from 185^2 to 1857, beipg a Lord of tbe 
Treasury from 1855 till 1858. He was ap- 
pointed Governor-in- Chief and Governor- 
(jonorul of liritiah America in 1861, and af- 
ter confederation woa formally re-appointtd 
govornor of the United Provincea of Canada, 
Nova .Sooli'i and Now Hrunawick, but re- 
aigned in Novenitier, I HUH In 1.H7I waa 
named a comndaaioner of NationnI educa- 
tion, alao a commlssionor to carry into ef- 
fect tho prnviaiona of the act disestablishing 
tho Irish church.

ILLIBBSAL LIBERALS. 

Liberal papers both in Great Ikitain 
and in Canada are snarling at Sir Charles 
Tapper for having, as thoy ullage, used his 
influence to bring about tho defeat of the 
Government in Forfarshire. It is amusing 
to see how qnlokly these Libert newspapers 
lose their liberality as soon as they believe 
their party interests aro in danger. We do 
not know that Sir Charles worked against 
tho Government candidate in that county, 
but if he did he had as good a right to con- 
demn what he believes to be bud 
in the polioy of the GoTernment 
as any man in the Three Kingdoms. He is 
a British eubjeoti and a Britiah taxpayer, 
and he does not g~> outside Ilia oonstitutional 
righta when he addresses any constituenoy 
in Groat Britain on any Bnbjeob of public 
interest. 

The British Government have not, with 
respect to Canadian cattle shipped to be 
■old in the Britiah market, pursued a course 
that is either liberal or oonaiatent. They 
have, without good grounda, taken it 
for granted that plouro - pneumonia 
exists in this Dominion, and have 
deprived Canadians with respect to 
their stock sent to Great Britain 
of a privilege which has been a benefib 
both to Canadian and Scottish stock raisers, 
and whioh cannot be shown to have done 
the slightent harm to anyone in Great Brit- 
ain. The Britiah Preaident cf tho Board of 
Agriculture, ua Sir Charloa Tuppcr boliovi'B, 
has condemoed Canadian cattle on tnsuUi- 
oient evidenoo, and has, by ao doing, iofliot- 
ed an injary ou Canadian shippers and on 
Sootoh and Ka|;Uah importers, lieing con- 
vinced of this, tUoro is nothing in the world 
to prevent the High Commiaaionor giving 
oxprcaelou to hia conviction at politi- 
cal meetings in Scotland or any- 
where else. It so happened that 
the Government candidate was beaten in 
Forfarshire, and straightway tho Liberals 
attribute hia defeat to what Sir Charles 
Tupper had said about tho inspection of 
Canadian cattle. Admitting that this was 
tbc caao, the British Radicals should havo 
taken thoir punishment quietly, and instead 
of growling t\t Sir Charles Tupper used their 
influence to have what the Soottiah farmers 
regard aa a grievance and an Injustice 
removed.

SILLY SBPORTS. 

There has been a great deal of nonseneo 
of late in tho Amerion newspapers about, 
the attitude of Great Britain towards tho 
Repnblio of Nioaragna. It waa broadly in- 
'^sinuated that Great Britain waa jealous of 
the ii lluence of the United States in that 
Ropublio, and that it was trying in some 
myatoriouo way to get itself in such a fitj- 
aition that it could coiiiinand tho Niciirc- 
guan Canal. There was, in truth, nothing 
definite in the rumors, but It waa repre- 
sented as certain that Great Britain 
was trying to. .'bully the Government 
of Nicaragua for pnrpoiea cf its own, and 
that thoeo purposes were adverse to Amori- 
oHn interests. Tho amounli of indignation 
that was poured out ou the British Govern- 
ment waa rather amusing to contemplate, 
particularly as it was very evident that the 
scolding journals did not know what there 
was to be angry about. 

It turns out now that Great Britain 
wanted nothing but what had been, on tho 
urgent representation of the United States 
Government, granted to American citizens. 
During the lato disturbances in BiueSelds, 
three foreign residents, Edwin D. Hatch, 
a British aubjeot, and J. S. Lampton and 
D. Whitback, Unitod States citizens, wore 
Boized by tho Nioaraguan authorities and 
oont out of the country without trial. Tho 
American minister naturally represented 
strongly that such bigh-banded measures 
could not be tolerated by bis Government, 
and consequently Lampton and Whitback 
wore graciously pardoned and their property 
was restored to them, But Mr. Hatch, 
who was tho British vice-ooosul, was not 
included in the amnesty. This the British 
Government did not regard as fair play and 
it insisted on full reparation being made 
to Mr. Hatch for the injuries 
and indignities he had soSerad at 
the hands of the Nioaraguan auth- 
orities. This demand was accompanied 
by an intimation that if it; was not complied 
with a British warship would be sent to 
Bluefields, there to remain until justice 
was done. 

The United States authorities, mindful of 
the protection alTorded American citizena by 
British naval ollicors at Bluefields, codially 
endorsed [the Britiah demand, Minieter 
Baker "being under instruotiona to exeroiso 
hia good offioea In induoing the Government 
at Managua to recede from Its position and 
to restore to Mr. Hatch his belongings end 
to extend to him recognition as vice-consul 
with the assurance that tho United States 
would use every proper effort to 
prevent any further suooesaful 
resistance to Nioarsgnan sovereignty at 
Bluefields," 

It will be seen from this that tho Govorn- 
menta of tho United States and Grout 
Britain, Instead of regarding each other with 
suspicion and jialouty at Blueliolda, were 
cordially co-oporating in tho interests of fair 
play, as well aa of peace. Bub the American 
newsmongers will not be In the least dis- 
compoacd to find thomselvos so far astray. 
They will in a wcok or two, no doubt, invent 
another Eoasatlonal picco of nowa with re- 
spect to what the British aro doing, or wlnvt 
thoy intend to do, at Bluefields. Tho ix- 
puBuro of their moat carefully ooncooted 
canards gives them no oonoerh whatever, 
and apparently doea not injure their reputa- 
tion at home as newa caterers. 



THB SITUATION IN PERU. 

Matters have apparently become settled 
In Porn at laab. Revolutiona and rebellions 
havo ceaeod, at least for a time, and the 
government of the cauntry is being carried 
on in a poacoablo uud constitutional way. 
Contrary to tho expectation of many, Poix- 
oto has quietly and gracefully retired from 
tho Preaidenoy of the Republic to make way 
for the duly and oonatiCnCionally elected 
President, Dr. Frudente Joae da Moraos, 
who was Inaugurated on the 15th of lust 
month with tho uaual ooromonioa. Thu 
inaugural uddroiia of tho new President 
Is dosorihod as being everything 
that such an address ahould be. He de- 
plored past troubles and promised that ho 
would do all In hia power to bring about a 
united Brazil and to cradlcuto all seudonal 
diffarenoea. Uls Cabinet Is said to bo 
moderate and to bo composed of good tiicn, 
the greater number of them having been 
mon)bera of one of Palzoto'a former oabinets. 

The first act of Preaident Moraes was to 
send General Memeyer to Rio Grande do 
Sul, whioh has boon in a elate of chronic 
insurrection almost from tho day on which 
tho Urpuhlio was eatablisliod, as a messen- 
ger of poBoe, Ho ia not without hope that 
quiet can bereatored In that aeotlon of the 



Republic without any further resort to 
arms, , ,-,v ■ , • 

The new Preaident has been taken from 

civil life. He is desoribed as an ablo man 
of unblemished Integrity. Ho has taker, an 
active and a prominent part in the afTairs of 
tho Republic ever aiaoe its eatablishment in 
l.SSg. He was elected by an overwhelmlog 
majority, and it appisare that the obnQdenoe 
reposed In* him by tho people has cot been 
misploced. Ho is evidently dispisod to 
givo tho P.npiiblic a fair chance. If the 
people of liruzil aro capable of solf-govern- 
mout they will, it) appearn, have a good op* 
port unity of toatiug their powers under the 
constitutional administration of Moraes 
Tney prospered under a despotism 
of tho very mlldoat kind, and 
Ih'jro ia no reason why thoy 
should not do well under a woll-rDgulatod 
Ropublio. Fonaoca was the firat President. 
Ho ciime into power in 1889, and after a 
sumewbac disturbed admiuletratlon roslgn- 
c(llnl89i. GoneralFloreanoPoixoto.whowas 
Vioe-Preaidont during FonBoca'a administra- 
tion, auccueded Konaoca in tho Presidency. 
Hia intentions were good but ho was not al- 
lowod to administer the affairs of the Re- 
public in poBOe. Admiral Mello headed an 
ineurreotion against him. This movement 
did a great deal of mieohlcf but did not 
make nmch headway, and after emouldcring 
for Bomo timo died out. In February luat 
President Pcixoto issued a decroo calling for 
an oleotion on March 1, when Dr. Moraes 
was elected. Brazil baa, therefore, had 
three Presidents and ono groat rebellion 
besides B3vcr»i little ones in five years. It 
is to bo hoped I li lt it will bo more fortu- 
nate in the next <|uir,(Hiennial period. 

THE CANADIAN CATTLE TRADE. 

A good deal has been written about the 
attitude afaumed by Sir Charloa Tupper 
towarJa Lord Rosebory's Government while 
in Scotland a few weeks ago. His utter- 
anco on tho question of the Canadian cattle 
trade baa boon sharply criticiaed. As aonie 
of our roadora may deairo to known -.vhal 
tho High Conimiesionor really did siy, wo 
give bolow tho paseugo from hia Edinburgh 
address aa quoted in the Canadian Gazette 
of November 15 : 

"The export oattle trade of Canada Is 
again anotbec, instance of the success whioh 
hua attended %he development of u now in- 
duatrv. The trade waa praotically started 
in 1873, and reached its highest point in 
1891, v/hen o'lttle to the Dumber of 107,000, 
valued at 8 / ndlliona of doliare, were ex- 
ported to thiH country alone. Towards tho 
end of 180'2, however, tho expansion of tho 
trade received a check by tho revocation of 
tho privi'e^o, enjoyed up to that, tinroby 
Canada, of Bonding her cattle alive into this 
country, owing to tho suspicion of pleuro- 
pneumonia among a few of the Canadian 
cattle landed hero. Ii^ ia only fair to add 
that this has never been oatabltshtd. Tho 
highest (xperta who were oiUed in were 
unable to agree us to tho preuiae nature of 
the diaeaan, and, although the very atrlctcst 
investigation haa been conducted by the 
Dominion GovorDment among Canadian 
herds, from that day to this, no single case 
of pleuro pneumonia haa yot been detected. 
Contogioua pleuro pneumouin, I need not 
toll you, is a disoaao whioh c ainot bo con- 
cealed.; and in such an extonsivo cattlc- 
raiaing country as Canada tho ravugcu it 
would cause, if it existed, would attract at- 
tention far and wide."

SECRETS OF THE TOILET. 



Use'H aiul Alui.scK (»f CosiiuitU-.i — Fiirinnlas 
Vor IMukiiii; CreaiiiH niitl Itulins. 

Cosmetics is a term broadly applied 
to anything made to iniprovo the com- 
plexion. Tho eoinplexion is ono of the 
chief charms of beauty. Nothing is 
more attractive than a clear, lino grain- 
ed, delicately tinted skin. 

Where a good complexion is sadly 
lacking, ono is justified in resorting to 
nrtificial iiioans, but in doing so should 
avoid anything tliat will tonil to make 
Iho bad complexion worse, and should 
Btrivo to improve tho skin. If artificial 
means for ajipeariiig beautiful must bo 
used, bo artistic aliout it, and don't ap- 
ply liquid powder as though white- 
washing a fence. If tho pores of tho 
(kin must bo filled, let it bo with tho 
feast harmful of powders, advises a 
writer in Good Housekeeping, wdiosays: 

A ]iieoo of flno chalk may be placed 
in a coarse linen bag and cru.shed in 
water, grinding it be^tween tho linger.s. 
Thou wash tho face (luickly with tho 
linen, and tho wot powder will bo left 
in a thin deposit. Any suporfluons pow- 
der nmy bo removed by tho application 
of a damp handkerchief. Or, to use the 
dry jiowder, buy dropjied chalk and iiii- 
ply with a ideco of wliitii v(!lvet. "When 
ono has used jjowder for a long time, tho 
face has spots on which tho powder will 
not stick. The reason is that tho natural 
grain of tho cuticle has been destroyed. 
I!y using vidvet instead of clianiois skin 
or a cloth this will not occur. 

Some voiy dark ladies prefer a tinted 
powder to tho puro wliite. Dissolve 
dropped chalk in water to which a littlo 
safTron and alk.anet (vorniilion) havo 
been added. Stir and let the liowder set- 
tle. This may bo used as a thud, or if 
preferred dry pour olT the water and 
dry in the sun. 

To make cold cream taK-o of oil of al- 
monds :3 ounce.s, sperinaeeti half an 
ounce, white wax a dram. iSlelt l(jgetlier 
and while eoiding add 2 ounces of roso- 
water, stirring until cold. Cold cream 
may also bo made by this formula: 

Take 4 ounces of unsaltcd butter, -1 
ounces of wliito wax, an ouneo of vase- 
line, nudt together and perfunu! witli 
•'Xtract of bergamot. The more cold 
creams aro stirred and beaten while 
oooliug tho whiter they becomo. 

To whiten tho hands molt a pound of 
white eastilo soap over tho firo with a 
little water. When melted, ])i'rfumo 
slightly and stir in half a euiiful of o;it- 
meal. Use this preparation while wash- 
ing tlio hands, and their improvement 
will bo surprising. A lotion for sooth- 
ing tho hands may bo made witli 2 t;i- 
blespiionfuls of lemon juice, I of glyo- 
^■rin and 1 of almond oil (colorless).

It Is Composed of an IncamlcHt^ent Elec- 
tric Xilelit Glubo uiMl a Juiianeso Ilnakct. 

One of the most ortistio and original 
bits of fancy work seen in a long time 
is a holder for burnt matches, wdiich 
has been described and illustrated by 
Tho Housokeopor. Its novelty lies in 
tho use of tmeof the small incandescent 
electric light globes as a balloon, thu 
basket attached to this forming tho 
"holder" proper. They may bo obtained 
lit almost any building wdiero this sys- 
tem of lighting is used. Tho globes in 
time "bnrii out" or boconio defective 
iiiul can bo obtained for a fow cents or 
for nothing. The remaining mt^terials 
necessary for tho balloon nro tho small 
iTapaneso basket, costing 2 or I! C(>nts, ti 
yard of ribbon three-eighths of an inch 
wide, threo skeins of flo.ss and a scrap 
of bias velvet or jilush. 

Jlako a chain of from -10 to 50 stitch- 
es, according to tho size of globe, with 
tho floss, using a small sized crochet 
hoolc. Tlirow the thread over to form a 
long stitch and catch back into tho 
chain. Make one chain stitch, thou an- 
other long stitch, and proceed in this 
manner across tho original chain. Tnrn 
and go back across this row in exactly 
th(^ same way and jirocood thus until a 
sipiar(.' of t he ()])en work is formed. Fr(mi 
each corner of this s(juare cr(3cliet a 
chain wdiich shall bi^ long enough to 
roach to tho top of tho basket — from five 
to six inches, lietter too long thiin too 
short. 

-A. small circular piece of iilush or 
vidvet Hhonld boused tocover tlu; lower 
end of tho globo. Tho edges may ho 
caught ui> about tho side with a few 
long stitches. li'old in the (^Iges of a 
bias piece of tho iilush, leaving it just

wide enough to cover the brass run at 
the bottom and long enough for tho ends 
to fold in and meet. 'J'liis piece ■will 
Cover tho edge of tho circular piece just 
described, and a few slanting stitches 
made with tlio floss will draw the two 
ends together and h(dd the hand firmly 
in jdaco. 

Before adjusting this piece tho cro- 
cheted square should be drawn over the 
globo and each chain caught by a few 

stitches to the sides of the circular piece 
which covers the end. After fastening 
tho bias piece iidd the same slanting 
stitches that are used to fasten tho ends 
together (lotting this fastening come 
over oni> of tho croelieteil cords) to the 
plush when each cord comes, as shown 
in t be il lii>trat ion. Then fa'-' ten the ends 
of the cords to tho edge of tho basket at 
(•(pial distances. 

Last (jf Jill, imiko a bow with quite a 
cluster of loops and ftiston it to the cen- 
ter of the crochet(.'d s(piaro at the top 
of tli(i globe, adding a short crocheted 
looj) by which to hang the tinished hold- 
er. Tho basket may be gilded or bronz- 
ed, but as it is intended to represent tho 
actual basket of a balloon the natnrul 
finish is as satisfactory.

For Correcting and Kevising tbe Toters' 
List 

The Municipal Council ot the Corporation of 
Uio City cf Victoria enacts as follows 

Sec. 1. Ou Fridoy, tho Uth day ot December, 
A.D„ ISri, at tho City Hall, Victoria, lU tho 
hour of 10 o'clock In tho forenoon, and so on 
thereafter by adjournments, if any, which said 
adjournments may bo made wliethor a quorum 
of the Council la present or not until com- 
rioted, the Mayor and Oounoll ot the said Cor- 
poration shall sit for the purpose of hearing 
and dotermininiiaU complaints in respect to tho 
Voters' List of the Mnaidpallty for the annual 
municipal election to be held In tho month of 
January, 1895, and for any subsequont election 
for a niombor or momborsot the Council during 
that year, of which complaint or complaints, 
notice in writing apecifylng tho nature and 
grounda thereof, shall have been dolivorod to 
tho City Clork, at tho City Hall, not later than 
ono o'clock p.m., on tbe 13th day ot December, 
leoi, signed by or on behalf of the person com- 
plaining. 

Sec. 2. Thit tho sai-l list of VotiT.s in tlio 
said M-.inicipallty shall bo llnnlly corrected and 
revised and certified as correct by the Mayor 
thcroof cn or before the 17ch day of December, 
IgUI . 

Sec. 3. Tlio " Voters' List Revision Bylaw. 
1891," ia hoioby repealed.
